On the other hand, the 
extraordinary orthographic inconsistency 
of the English language is a decided draw- 
back: and there ia little doubt that if Eng- 
lish were written on phonetic principles, 
as Spanish or German its speed would be 
much more rapid, to say nothing of the 
great boon this would be to Anglo-Saxons 
themselves, who spend years of unnecessary 
toilin learning to read and write their 
own language It is likely, however, that 
any change tn this respect must be looked 
for in America, where a few innovations 
have been already introduced. 

English speakers may be divided into 
four greut branches, as follows:—(1) The 
European, (2) the American, (3) the South 
African, (4) the Australasian. Each of 
these branches has its peculiarities, and 
the divergence between the four is becon.- 
ing more marked every year, Of the ex- 
tra European branches, American although 
the oldest, has diverged least from the 
parent system.

Careful Housekeeping. 


A careiui housekeeper allows nothing to 
be wasted. She gathers together the 
crumbe of bread that accumulate aod uses 
them for puddings, cakes, fillings, ete. 
She scrapes al! the dough from the sides of 
and bottom of the pau in which bread and 
cake is mixed, eo that not the smallest 
particle is wasted, She does not serve the 
soup with fat floating over the top, but 
boils the meat slowly, then removing it 
from the fire, skims off the fat for cocking 
purposes, Pieces of cooked meat are saved 
for hash, croquettes, etc. The vegetables 
are not left to wilt and spoil, but are cooked 
while they are fresh and crisp. The care- 
‘ul housekeeper has found out the secret 
of making appetizing dainties out of left- 
vers, These dishes are never placed upon 
the table in hap-hazard style, but are neatly 
arranged upon aspotiees cloth. The knives, 
forks, plates and glassware also receive the 
“magic touch” that cannot fail to make 
the piainest table bright and attractive. 
In this household dishcloths are kept so 
clean that rate are not attracted by the 
odor, Neatly-made holders are used in 
the kitchen and they are always placed 
where they can be found when needed. The 
careful house keeper never forgets to remove 
soap from the water she has been using, 
and when small pieces accumulate she adds 
water and ‘“‘boila them down,” and thus 
keeps on hand a supply of soft soap which 
is excellent for cleaning sinks, kitchen 
floors, ete, Scrubbing-brushes are not al- 
lowed to become mouldy and lose their 
bristles, but are carefully washed in clean 
water and hung up inthe suntodry. The 
stove is kept cleau and the tire regulated so 
that there i# no possibility of the stove 
being burnt out or cracked by needless fire. 
The best knives and spoons ars never used 
in the kitchen and the utensils in 
food is cooked are always scraped, scoured 
and thoroughly washed after each meal 
and placed where they belong. The care- 
ful housekeeper is tidy and methodical, 
unhappiness and discontent are unknown 
in her household, her husband and children 
are healthy and happy. She confidently 
anticipates a serene old age of comtort and 
plenty, and dies with nothing to fear and 
little to regret.
